T h e astonishing peculiarity 


of this engine is that ils tw o pairs 


of bogie wheels are placed so far 


apart as to admit between them a 


third 
pair of 
wheels, 
3 
feet 3 f 


inches in diameter, and that this 


third 
pair is driven by a pair of 


small outside cylinders, the combi­ 
nation producing what is called an 
“ auxiliary” engine— equivalent to 
the “ d o n key” on board a steamer. 
Further, this pair of small auxil­ 
iary drivers can be raised from the 
rails, or pressed upon them, as de­ 
sired, by means of a lever. 
T h e 
object of this eccentric appliance 
has proved a tough puzzle to most 
visitors. 
One, a 
British engineer 
of no mean standing, hazarded the 
conjecture that the tiny auxiliary 
wheels and cylinders 
were to be 
used to move the locomotive about 
the yard, so as to give 
the big 
wheels and cylinders a rest. 
T h is suggested to him a humor­ 
ous

s absent minded provision 
of a large aperture in the door for

An Industry That Eas Assumed Co n­ 
siderable Impo rtance in Brazil. 
The onlv two reg ions from which 
black diamonds arc taken seem to 
be the Cape of Cood Hope and the 
province of Bahia, in Brazil. 
The 
black diamonds are divided into two 
varieties, known as carbons and borts. 
The first of these is a variety of dia­ 
mond which occurs in, irreg ular crys­ 
tals, liaving a somewhat g ranular 
structure without possessing a dis- 
Unei cleavag e. 
Its liardncss is 
at 
least as g reat as that of the diamond, 
althoug h its density is inferior on ac­ 
count of a slig ht porosity; it has a 
resinous luster and is g rayish or lilack 
in color. The ‘‘bort,” on the contrarv, 
is sotncwhat spherical and does not 
present the irreg ularities sliowm by 
tlie “ carbons;” it is g rayish or black 
and somewhat translucent, taking the 
form of rounded masses w itli a roug h 
surface or one presenting a confused 
crvstaliine structure. 
It is onlv w ith- 
in the last ten vcars tliat the black 
diamond in dm-try in Brazil has as­ 
sumed any eoiisidorable in portance: 
it is utilized in the maniifadure of 
rock drills, etc. 
The demand is con- 
biantly increasing , and for this rea­ 
son tlie price remaiiis hig h. 
The re­ 
g ion where tí¡e bhiek diamonds are 
found is about one da} 's journey from 
Bahia, by boat to San iddix and 
\>y 
railroad to Bandeira do ^lollo: tliis is 
also a diamond-producing district. 
The most productive reg ion is found 
beyond the river Idrag ason, about 
two days’ journey by mnle. 
It is 
probable the blacK diamond is to be 
found in all this reg ion, hut on ae 
count of the primitise methods of ex­ 
traction tlie only ]diac€ s irom which 
thev are iaken are the licl of the river 
and its tributary,’ the San Antonio, 
and from the siibvs of the Sierra de? 
Lcvras.
